OPENING OF THE BATTLE. 


Seenes in the Hotels This Morning—Plans of 
the Candidates. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dreratcn, 

Corvention Hat, Cuicaco, June 2.—The 
slumberers at the Grand Pacific were 
awakened earlier than usual this morning 
and before 9 o'clock the various headquarters 
were packed with the friends of the respec- 
tive candidates. In the Ohio quarter on the 
main floor and in the Sherman quarters on 
the third floor the friends of the Ohio candi- 
date gathered early to discuss the situation. 
They did not make any attempt to conceal 

ir disappointment at the failure of the 
convention to proceed with ite business last 
night. They feel confident that had the call 
of the roll been made for votes after Foraker 
eo adroitiy worked up the Shermag-American 


where the Fitler boom has introduced dissen- 
sion and where M. 8. Quay’s supremacy is 
threatened. They did not overlook the New 
Yorkers, but held out to them the Indiana 
support for Warner Miller for second place on 
the ticket, in consideration for support for 
Senator Harrison from the Empire State. 
THE NEW YORK OPPOSITION 
to Sherman was encouraging to the Indiana 
men, and when the New Yorkers met 
in secret session at their head- 
quarters at the Grand Pacifie at 10:30 
this morning there were friends of the Indiana 
man on the inside to look after his interests. 
Wm. Walter Phelps wag not forgetten in the 
propositions to trade, but he did not take 
kindly to the proposition of the Indiana men 
and nothing came of the proposed deal. The 
first object of the Harrison boomers, as ex- 
plained this morning to the aposties of the 
Senator’s cause, was te bring to his name 
such support as would impress the convention 
and give him second place beyond all contro- 
versy should the spectral apparition from the 
giens of Scotland materialize on the floor of 
the convention.

The Young Women 
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| J. Griffith’s Charge Against 
Dr. William C. 1 Uton. 

Dr. William C. Hamilton of Topeka, Kan., 
is on trial in the Criminal Court to-day on a 
charge of grand larceny. The case rather 
sensational one, which created co 
discussion at the time of Hamilton’¢ st. 
He is a physician well known in Topeka, and 


Mrs. Martha J. Griffith, the prosecuting wit- 


ness, is a woman with whom he had eloped. 


The woman is a young widow whose husband 
died, leaving her afarmnear Topeka. Shortly 
after his death she advertised for a place 
live where she would be treated as one of the 
family. Dr. Hamilton was one of twelve per- 
sons who answered her advertisement, and 
she went to live with his family. That was in 
August, 1882, and on December 1, 1882, she sold 
her farm for $8,900, subject to three mortgages 
which were on it. She received $395 in casb, 
which she gy te in bank, anda ey ey for 
$1,400 on the farm. Dr. Hamilton had her 
cash the mortgage toa banking firm in To- 
eka, who gave her a New York draft for 
1,330 for it. He told her she could get 
8 per cent interest forthe money. The money 
she received on the mortgage and the cash she 
had in bank gave her 81, 720. Hamilton had be- 
trayed her and told her he would marry her. 
The woman with whom he was living was not 
his wife, he said. Mrs. Griffith left Topeka 
and met Dr. Hamilton at Kansas City and they 
came to St. Louis together, where, she 
claimed, he said he would marry her. They 
stopped a day at the Southern Hotel and then 
went to the City Hotel, where 
sey registered as Dr. Griffith 
an wife. Dr. Hamilton had got her 
to cash the draft, telling her banks were not 
safe and the money would be more secure in 
her own possession. He got Aloe, Hernstein 
& Oo. tocash the draft for her. She placed the 
money received on the draft and the re- 
mainder of her cash, amounting in all to 
$1,600, under her pillow. Shehad been paying 
ali their expenses while here. On the morn- 
ing of December 16, 1882. She diseovered that 
her money had been stolen. Hamilten con- 
doled with her, but told her not to let the 
38 know they were not man and wife. 
be was almost frantic, but he as 
sured her everything would be all right. 
— returned to Topeka and he paid 
her board for a year or so. Finally, after.a 
couple of years had passed she became con- 
vinced that he had stolen the money and ac- 
cused him of it. He did not ad- 
mit nor ay it, but gave her his 
note for $1,700, payable at his death, 
When the money was stolen he acted very 
strangely and did not want her to report the 
matter or to have the room searched. Hetold 
her they would get into trouble, for if it be- 
came known that they were not marrien she 
would be arrested for adultery. In 1886 she 
had him arrested on a charge of grand lar- 
—— and the case has been pending ever 
since.

Whether this was merely accident or whether {| The Monument mn Honor of the Policemen 


Killed by the Chicago Anarchists. 


From the Chicago Tribune. 

The committee to whom the Tribune in- 
trusted the duty of selecting a design for the 
monument to the policemen who fell in the 
Haymarket massacre have had under con- 
sideration for some time a number of models. 
It is true that a prize was awarded for one 
that proved to be best in the competition. 


After mature deliberation, however, it has 
been decided not to use that design. 
No obligation was” meurred to msdopt 
any desien, no matter how many 
might be accepted, The question 


e 
that arose was one of artistic effect. The duty 
of honoring the memory of the gallant fel- 
lows who perished in their heroic effort to 
protect life and property when assailed by 
anarchy in arms could not be separated from 
an obligation to adorn the city. All the de- 
signs submitted were too literal. They as- 
sumed that the only way to commemorate the 
pein battle was to set a policeman with 
aciubrampanton a heroic pedestal. It was 
found when the designs passed from sketches 
on paper to tests in plastic art that the 
policeman with a club was a thor 
oughly unartistic subject, however admirable 
he may be on a beat. The conviction was 
finally forced on the committee that a more 
poetic idea would huve to be chosen, one 
which when embodied would faithfully pre- 
serve the lesson of that dire night and at the 
same time, by its ideality and symbolism, add 
te the public embellishment of the city an 
ornament the beauty of which would be 
worthy of the beroism commemorated. 

The carrying out of this decision was in- 
trusted to a Chicago sculptor, Mr. Johannes 
Gelert, a Dane of classic sympathy and a 
thorough master of his art. He seized 
the true thought at once, and sketched 
in the medium of his own art a model with 
which the committee are delighted. It is a 
noble and gracious female figure, austerely 
robed, holding aloft in her arms an open 
book. Thesymbolism speaks for itself. The

LUCULLAN FEASTS. 


How the Millionaires of New York Imitate 
the Luxury of the Ancients. 


From the New York Graphic. * 

The magnificent table scene pictured on an- 
other page is from a photograph of the room 
lately prepared for a dinner given by Mrs. 
8. C. Thompson in honor of the twenty-first 
birthday of her son. Mr. Thompsor is a 
Princeton graduate and an athlete, and the 
decorations were in recognition of his reputa- 
tion. In the center of the table was a minia- 


ture lake surrounded by lawns through which 
ran brooks and a smal rove 
of with flowerbeds and thick- 
ets; Twenty-one miniature street lamps 
set in the miniature landscape were 
lighted with electricity. On a gravel 
walk laid out around the lake were three au- 
toperipatetical manikins, representing Har- 
vard, Yale and Princeton, that walked around 
and around while the guests ate the most mag- 
nificent dinner of the season. 

This dinner, like the other shown in the {I- 
lustratious, was designed and served by Louis 
Sherry. The Rhinelander dinner, given by 
Mr. Rhinelander in honorof his engagement 
to Miss Kipp, was first described in the Lon- 
don Court Journal as an example of American 
extravagance. In the center of the polished 
table a miniatdre lake was arranged, above 
which ferns andlilies nodded and swayed, 
and in which fishes of various colors darted, 
the whole surrounded by tropical plants 
and glowing parterres of flowers. Small 
electric lights were arranged about the lake 
and in the center a fountain tossed its spray, 
while a'colored glass ball lightedjby electricity 
rose and fell in the crystal jet. A wealth of 
tropical foliage and bloom transformed the 
1 hall into a bower of beauty in 
which tiny colered electric lights fashed and 
giowed, and each of the twenty courses was 
served on a natural palm leaf. Amid the 
tropical bloom small orange trees here and 
there were laden with their golden fruit, 
which, when sewered from the branches, 
were found to contain Roman unch, 
their ulp havin been deftly re- 
moved through a small opening near the top. 
The truffles came from France, and the fruit 
was worth its weight in gold. Beside each 
plate was an artistically decorated satin sou- 
venir costing $6 and a painted menu card 
valued at $10 each. Dinners of greater cost are 
often given, for sometimes the favors consist 
of apiece of jewelry cunningly concealed in 
the bonbonnsieres, and vary in value accord- 
ing tothe number and size of the precious 
stones used. 

Menus, too, are often $30 and $40 and even $50 
each, engraved on gold or silver, or beautiful- 
ly painted on satin or ivory. quaint and 
original menu used at a gentleman’s dinner 
had no printed work, but the picture of each 
viand was used instead of the name. 
Frequently meat pieces, ornamented with 
truffles, elaborately constructed in archi- 
teotural design, with statuettesjof gum paste 
or stearine, requires an @rtist to design and 
fashion and several days and even weeks to 
complete, cost fabulous sums, and beautiful 
center pieces of glaced fruit or nougat are ar- 
ranged at considerable expense. It is no new 
fancy to serve Roman punch in oranges or 
even hanging On the natural trees, for Del- 
monico has had for some time trees for this 
purpose. Roman punch is also served in 
— of ice, in ice roses, and in small goblets 
of frozen water as clear as crystal, but the 
latest fancy is to discard all these quaint con- 
ceits and devices of the confectioner’s skill 
and serve the icé in beautiful and rare cut 
glass cups or wine glasses. 

The latest decoration for the table is a satin 
table cover of blue, scarlet and gold, over 
which a lace spread is thrown with a border 
of very open meshes. In the center a large 
parterre of rare and expensive flowers follow 
the outline of the table. Ateach lady’s plate 
a oorsage bouquet of the choicest flowers is 
placed, the szyle of dinner decorations in gen- 
eral being costly and uncommon rather than 
elaborate. 

Some of the cholce plate tankards and the 
famous Nuremberg drinking horn that cannot 
be set down uutil it it is emptied,shown in the 
pictures, are among the table furniture used 
by the celebrated caterer.

Gen. Annenkoff’s Singular Home gg the 
Border of Samarcand.

A charming sketch of the quarters of the 
chief architect of the Transcaspian Rallway, 
Gen. Annenkoff, is given in the Pietersburger 
Zeitung. Nearly midway between Samarcand 
and Amu-Daria, sas a correspondent at the 
gypsy encampment, on a soll of clay and 
gravel, stands the railway train in which 
we live. It consists of from forty to fifty 


carriages. The first carriage is the resi- 
dence of Gen. Annenkoff; on the lower 
floor are his work-room, his sleeping apart- 
ment, and the rooms of his secretary; on the 
upper floor.are the quarters of the servants 
and interpreters. be second carriage is the 
general dining-hall, in which from twelve to 
mites persons breakfast and have dinner— 
8 the officers of the railway battalion, 
the officials, the secretary, and invited and 
casual visitors. The casual visitors are per- 
sons who have come by the new rallway which 
has not been publiciy opened, 
and their way farther

A HUNTER’S NOTES IN BURMA,

Elephant Soup and Boa Constrictor Steaks 
as a White Man’s Diet. 


Barmah Letter to San Francisco Chronicle. 

We tried the flesh of the slain elephants 
cooked in various ways, roast, boiled, stewed, 
curried, but with indifferent success, although 
our Madras cook, no mean proficient in the 
culinary art, tried all he knew to make the 
dishes palatable. The flesh is black- colored 


and coarse, so not Inviting in appearance. 
The best and most appetizing, dish of all was 
soup made out of the trunk. Portions of 
the trunk cut into small pieces and gently 
stewed for hours, exuding their rich juice, 
flavoring being added in the shape of aro- 
matic herbs growing on the spot. The soup 
was simply delicious. Of a unique flavor and 
rich gummy consistence, it more resembled 
thick turtle soup than any other I know of. 
It was, without doubt, nutritious and strength- 
caning: It also much reminded me of mouffie, 
a rich, thick, soupy stew made of moose muz- 
zies, which delicacy I had made acquaintance 
with while out moose-hunting in Eastern Can- 
ada. The feet of the smaller elephants also 
were rather good. They were roasted slow! 
in wood ashes, then the tough skin peeled o 
and served au naturel. 

We met with varied success during the six 
weeks of our hunting expedition, killing 
seven clephantsin all, which was perfectly 
satisfactory. One day, on crossing some 
rocky grouad, we came upon an enormous 
boa-constrictor lyin under a projecting 
ledge, quite supine and ina state of apparent 
lifelessness. As in this comatose condition 
the snake is quite harmless, we handled it 
freely. We could feel the bones of some ani- 
mal beneath the distended in. After 
our shekarries had cut off the bea’s 
head they ripped the body o 
found a mountain sheep inside. It 
was not an inviting spectacie, as the body of 
the sheep was slimy and presented a horrid, 
flattened appearance, showing that its bones 
were crushed. Our shekarries, however, 
thought differentiy to us, for they cut the 
sheep up and carried it to camp to cook for 
supper. They also utilized the boa as food, 
drying its flesh in the sun. How the snake 
ever managed to swallow the long horns of 
the sheep was more than we could. conceive. 

We shot several deer of different species, in- 
cluding the diminutive gazelle, the body bein 
about the size of an ordinary cat, but Wit 
long, slender legs, Two of them were often 
killed at one discharge, the dul 
let going clean through their bodies. 
Their venison is tolerably good, but rather 
dry, and not comparable to the flesh of the 
ordinary deer. We also shot several large 
edible birds, a species of bustard. Our 
shekarries told us they were pot common. 
They proved excellent eating, being some- 
what like wild turkey, with dark meaton the 
breast. A pretty little bird, a little larger 
than a sparrow, who is fond ot the society of 
man, was accustomed to visit us every morn- 
ing at breakfasttime, hopping about on the 
ground close to our tent and picking up 
cruinbs we threw to it. This little bird was 
the hoopoe, with a gray and white body and 
a beautiful crest which it can erect and de- 
press at pleasure, Its note was plaintive and 
musical, if slightly monotonous—‘‘hoopoo- 
poo, poopoo’’ being its constant cry. 

We met with several fruit and other trees 
quite foreign to us. One was the jujubatree,a 
species of lotus growing plentifully—ashrubby 
tree, although we met with some quite forty 
feetin height. Our Indian servants called 
them,.zisphun, hence the botanical name 
zisyphus jujuba. The fruit is small, but pleas- 
ant and refresiring, consisting of a blood-red, 
sweet, granulated pulp inclosed in a saffron 
hued husk or shell. We found it serviceabie 
in quenching thirst. Our servants tofl 
us it was used for diseases of the throat. 
Anotner pleasant-looking but uneatable fruit 
we met with frequently was the fruit of the 
solanum sodomeum—apple of Sodom. It isa of 
ahandsome appearance, 8 like, and of 
the size of an ordinary apple. n breaking it 
open it is found to be full of asnuff-colored 
powder, which our shekarries informed us 
was poisonous. The solanum family is a pe- 
oullar one, embfacing as it does such valuable 
specimens for food, whilst other sorts are so 
poisonous. I have only to mention the po- 
tato, the tomato, egg a pseudo capsl- 
cum, tobacco, deadly “a. t shade, not to omit 
— melanocerasum or black cherry of Vir-

That programme, en- 
gineered by Elkins, Kerens and other friends 
of the ‘‘Plumed Knight,’’ is to place the 
‘*Plumed Knight in nomination after the 
convention has had a proper go at the favorite 
sons and after it has been demonstrated that 
the candidates whose names were presented 
yesterday have no chance for the nomination. 
hast night it was confidently asserted by 
Elkins that Blaine would be nominated to- 
day. At 2 o’eloeck this morning Kerens 
seemed to think that there was some doubt 
about Blaine“ nomination, at least so he 
expressed himself concerning the complexion 
of things. He is reported to have said that 
the contest had arrived at that degree of 
mixedness which made it impossible for any 
man to say what the result would be, Still he 
was bopeful, more than hopeful, infact san- 
guine, that the result would interest the 
Maine statesman. 

BITTER OPPOSITION TO BLAINE. 
There is much outspoken and bitter opposition 
to Blaine in the convention. Delegates who 
are apprehensive of his strength shrink from 
giving credence tothe possibility of a Blaine 
triumph. Several Massachusetts delegates 
make no bones of crying out that a Blaine 
nomination would be suicide for the grand 
old party, and this sentiment is 
repeated and re-emphasized by in- 
dividual delegates from other States. The 
ground they take is that Blaine’s Paris letter 
was final and that his seleetion for the Re- 
publican leadership at this moment and in the 
maszy condition of affairs now obtaining here 
would antagonize s0 many influences that he 
would be slaughtered atthe polls. Thie op- 
position and the strong picture of Rapub- 
lican desolation in the future do not deter the 
Blaine managers from seeing victory in the 
closing bours of the convention. 
INDICATIONS OF BLAINE STRENGTH. 

The very best indication of the outcome of 
the gathering is had in the efforts being put 
forth this morning at candidates’ headquar- 
ters ¢o save their favorite sons from utter 
routing and defeat by securing them second 
place on the ticket. The first real work for 
the Vice- Presidency has been done this morn- 
ing, and it will continue during the day. All 
the managers seem to have concluded to ac- 
cept the inevitable—even the Shermanites—for 
not only are Harrison’s friends trying to 
gain him a hold on the tail of the ticket 
and Alger’s friends are pushing him as hard

A New Filling Machine. 

B. D. Milliken of Parlor Pride stove enamel 
fame has just invented a filling machine that 
is now in successful operation at his head- 
quarters, on Commercial street, Boston. 
Filling machines are not uncommon for 
liguids in which there is no sediment, but for 
such as have a heavy sediment, as has the 
Parior Pride liquid enamel, nothing could be 
found to do the work, consequently one had 
to be designed and constructed to meet the 
demands of the trade. This Mr. Milliken has 
done, and it was our privil see the new 
filer in operation. In tank, with a 
capacity of 450 gallon ngenious device 
secures a complete ture of the lighter 
liquid and the sedimdht, while six cups, work- 
ing upon a piston that rises and falis, dips 
from the tank,in rapid succession, the requis- 
ite measure of enamel to fill six bottles ata 
time.

He having rapidly 
placed acork in the opening of each bottle 
the corks are driven bome four at a time by a 
falling hammer, likewise the device of Mr. 
Milliken, With these appliances at hand 7 
a full complement of skilled help, 200 gross 
day can be easily filled or forty-eight bottles 
per minute. These several devices of Mr. 
Milliken bespeak considerable inventive 
genius on his part, and will be of great as.
